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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the element of "using the obtained identifier to 
reference an event description file" is inherent. It Is inherent in that without the ability to reference an event, the purpose of an alarm 
becomes functionally useless. Furthermore, Spencer teaches this element, "The notification generally indicates that a particular 
management resource associated with the agent has experienced a fault.,." (see col. 2. lines 22-27), "The MIS can request and change 
management parameter values, perform requested actions, and receive and evaluate problem reports (e.g. events, such as SNMP traps 
and CMIP notifications)..." (see col.1, lines 55-59), and "Varabind indexes are also used to improve matching characteristics.. .Varabind 
names can be referenced in the trap_maps file using..." (see col. 10, lines 60-67). The reference location provide in the office action was 
to teach primarily the element of translating alert events to platform-specific events. 
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
